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Around Town. 
Mr. Louis P. Kribs has written a seventy- 
page pamphlet entitled ‘‘ The Manitoba School 
Question: Considered Historically, Legally 
and Controversially.” I imagine the public are 
a little tired of the Manitoba school question 
and consequently I shall not enter into a dis- 
pute with Mr, Kribs with regard to any phase 
of his argument or any of his conclusions. All 
I can say is that it is a good religio-political 
campaign sheet which ought to commend it- 
self to those managers who buy this sort of 
thing in order to influence an election, Mr. 
Kribs isa great big-hearted fellow who is al- 
ways true to his party, a compliment that I 
sometimes think rather invidious, insomuch as 
I am convinced that there are frequent periods 
which demand all a man’s loyalty for his coun- 
try without regard to the existence of a party. 
In his preface Mr. Kribs says that he isa Pro- 
testant and an Orangeman, but after reading 
his work, which is full of hairsplittings and 
casuistry, the only meaning of which is to de- 
fend the Government and find an excuse for 
remedial legislation, my opinion is that neither 
Mr. Kribs’ Protestantism nor his Orangeism 
has ever had any effect in moderating his Con- 
servatism.,

No one needs to read further than page 9, 
where it is shown by a quotation from the 
B.N.A. Act that the Government ‘“‘ may make” 
remedial laws and that ‘‘ only as far as the cir- 
cumstances of each case require,” to at once 
decide that the Government has exceeded the 
necessities of the case, for in no place is it 
stated that they must make a remedial order 
or that the educational interests of any- 
body are being sacrificed. With an affec. 
tionate regard for Mr. Kribs which I share 
with every newspaper worker in Canada, I 
am still forced to say that his pamphlet as a 
work of ready reference to disprove what Mr. 
Kribs tries to prove should be kept near at 
hand, insomuch as all the decisions and 
material matter in the dispute are incorporated 
in the document in a very readable form. 
That he has succeeded in providing a reason- 
able defence for remedial legislation I think 
every impartial reader of his pamphlet will 
deny, but as he has accomplished a still more 
praiseworthy task, that of providing copies 
and quotations from official documents which 
should be sufficient for everyone in a campaign 
or out of it, to justify the Manitoba Govern- 
ment in its course, it should meet the approval 
of the public generally.

The 
mission of Upper Canada College is to afford 
a boarding-school for boys, excellent as to 
instruction, high class as to the faculty and 
epjoying the confidence of the people as 
a residential schoo). As such there is plenty 
of room for it. In order to succeed, however, 
it must have a principal who is a thorough 
gentleman, after whom the boys may pattern 
themselves with credit to themselves and 
gratification to their parents. By saying this 
I do not refiect upon the present principal, 
who is an excellent man in his way, but who 
himself would laugh if he were put in type as 
a model in breeding, education, and the thou- 
sand and one little things which mark the 
traveled, cultured man who has always been 
associated with those who know just exactly 
what to do and what to leave undone. Noone 
more than myself would deprecate any per- 
sonalities in the controversy over Upper 
Canada College, yet the friends and defenders 
of the present principal are opening up this 
unpleasant phase of it by demanding exactly 
the sort of thing that ought to be avoided. 
Upper Canada College is practically divorced 
from the Government and they should have 
no object in providing either whitewash or 
brushes. Their last job of whitewashing is 
enough to disgust themselves and the public 
tor a long time to come with the ultra meas- 
ures which have to be employed in order to 
make black look white.

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The question that Toronto desires to grasp is, 
how to make this institution most attractive 
to outsiders; how to utilize the magnificent 
building and fine grounds; how to obtain 
advertising by having a school that will con- 
tribute to our wealth, our strength aod the 
recognition which distant places will give us as 
a center of education, It is not a matter of 
sectarianism, of politics or anything else. To 
those who are anxious to establish Toronto on 
the firmest possible foundation it means the 
education in our midst of youths who will 
never forget the city, the province nor the 
country. Eton will be remembered when 
Manchester is forgotten ; Harrow and Rugby 
will live in literature when a thousand com- 
mercial towns will have departed into oblivion. 
It means money for Toronto to have in Upper 
Canada College a first-class boys’ boarding- 
school. 1t should not look for a single day 
pupil, for that destroys the discipline. It should 


have a first-class staff, should be advertised 
liberally, and surely with its present splendid 
premises it ought to be self-supporting, as the

A Suggestion That we Hold in Toronto an Exhibition of 
Old Books, Prints, Documents and Paintings 

NE day last week three gentlemen 
drifted into a discussion of old books, 

and it turned out that each of them 
possessed a volume that he regarded 

as a special treasure, and others more 

or less valuable. The discussion ended in an 
enthusiastic agreement that it would be a 
capital idea to get up an exhibition of old 
books, newspapers, documents, maps, prints 
and paintings, an exhibition well officered, 
pusiness-like and thoroughgoing. Individuals 
unknown to each other possess treasures of the 
gorts named above, and if these could be got 
together they would make up an exhibition 
through which any lover of the antique could 
roam for days in a paradise of delight. No fit- 
ting opportunity has ever presented itself 
for fully revealing to each other and to 
the public what we severally possess, 
Some of the older families of To- 
ronto have heirlooms in the way of auto 
graph letters and portraits that it would be 
a delight to see, and stray individuals here 
and there possess, I am assured, old volumes 
of the value of which they have no conception. 
Librarian Bain of the Pablic Library could no 
doubt be induced to exhibit a very valuable 
collection of old documents purchased a few 
years ago in England and never yet exposed to 
the public; the municipality of Toronto might 
also be persuaded to make some important 
contributions, while I could mention two score 
prominent citizens who are well known to 
possess books, paintings, prints and manu- 
scripts of great value. The Canadian Institute 
could greatly assist, and no doubt would do so 
readily. There are collectors all over the pro- 
vince who would welcome an opportunity of 
displaying what they have and of seeing what 
they have not. An estimate of the expense of 
the undertaking could be made, and plans laid 
simply to cover this expense. A catalogue 
could be prepared of all the exhibits, giving 
date of origin and the name of present 
owner. This would in itself be a treasure, 
invaluable as the years go by. By the 
sale of this and the charging of a small 
admission fee, the expenses could probably be 
met. The exhibition would require to be man- 
azed with great vigilance, everything placed 
in cases, exposed to the eye but not to the 
touch, and constantly guarded by safe atten- 
dants. Yet notwithstanding the difficulties I 
feel convinced that the affair could be pulled 
off without a hitch or mishap. It should be in

hands to be had. 


b2ginning is made in the matter. Those inter- 
ested in this proposal should talk it over 
among themselves, and the attractive possibili- 
ties of it will strongly appeal to them, Out-of- 
town readera who possess books, paintings, 
p:ints, or documents suitable for such an ex- 
hibition (aating prior to 1800 say) are invited to 
correspond with this column. Local collectors 
or lovers of the antique should take up the 
question, organize a preliminary committee 
and set the ball rolling. 

The Canadian poets are shown up in tasty 
form in the last issue of Munsey. A large 
number of portraits are given, and eulogistic 
references made to each singer and sample of 
goods.exhibited. It is noticeable that the por- 
trait of William Wilfred Campbell was not in- 
cluded and that he is relegated to a place near 
the foot of the list. One may be permitted to 
put two and two together and assume 
that Mr. Campbell declined to furnish 
his portrait for the purpose. This con- 
jecture seems reasonable because not only 
of the scant justice done him in the article, 
but also in view of his strongly expressed 
disapproval of ‘* booms” in ten cent monthlies, 
To supply a photo toa writer who purposes 
reviewing the Canadian poets is not in my 
Opinion deserving of blame ; it has become the 
custom, and is now regarded as simply a cour- 
tesy. Therefore, I am finding no fault with 
those who may be presumed to have responded 
to the request made to them, yet in what light 
must we regard an illustrated review of the 
Canadian poets wherein Mr. Campbell's por- 
trait does not appear and wherein no reference 
is made to his great poem, The Mother ? 

The article is written by Joseph Dana Miller. 
He places Bliss Carman at the head, saying of 
him that ‘the isthe Canadian Tennyson, pos- 
sessing within narrower limits than Tennyson 
4 finer than Tennysonian art.” What is modern 
criticism coming to when it hits Mr. Carman a 
crack like that—narrower limits than Tenny- 
Son, indeed! Of Archibald Lampman we are 
told that ‘‘the tender, pastoral restfulness of 
[his] verse is the antidote for much of the 
superheated song with which the modern ear 
is vexed. . . . His knowledge of nature is 
Something more than intellectual—it is affini- 
tive.” It is discovered that Charles G. D. 
Roberts writes too much. A sample of his 
verse is given and thus referred to: ‘‘ This is 
the subtlety of the philosopher rather than 
that of the poet. But unlike Matthew Arnold, 
Roberts is not a mere intellect. He has an eye 
Cf great keenness for the beauty of natural 
Scenery, and his ear is often delicate and fine.” 
Duncan Campbell Scott ‘ has the magic which 
fits words and phrases to his subject witha 
felicity that ie not surpassed, if indeed it be 
*qualed, in the work of any of his associates.” 
J. H. Brown, whose name will be somewhat 
lew tosome of our readers, is entitled to a 
place in the roll of honor, for he works right in 
‘he factory—-'* he, too, is employed in the post- 
Office department at Ottawa. The influence 
of Whitman is discernible in Mr. Brown's 
Work, though there is no slavish subservience 
'0 any model.” The late George Frederick 
Cameron, who died at thirty-one, has left a 
kreat amount of good work behind him. A 
Volume of two hundred poems has been pub- 
lished, which comprises but one quarter of his 
work, The fame of W. W. Campbell “in 


Canada is perhaps as wide as that 
of Lampman or Roberts. Mr, Campbell 
is a rhetorician rather than a poet. 


He has caught, however, a sympathetic 
knowledge of a certain aspect of jnature, and 
without the joyousness of Lampman, the ex- 
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great country. 
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Scott, his pictures of lake scenery have an in- 
dividual charm born of a fancy that is a little too 
sombre to be; entirely wholesome, But such, 
it may be said, is the aspect of these inland 
seas, and Campbell’s imagination is of a 
strange likeness to the nature it broods upon.” 
Deary[me! ‘‘ What could be better than the 
opening stanza of Frederic George Scott’s In 
Via Mortis?” E. Pauline Johnson “has re- 
cited her poetry before American and English 
audiences, brightening its effect by donning 
aboriginal costumes. I confess, however, that 
her Indian pieces are to me the least attractive 
of her compositions, I like best The Song My 
Paddle Sings, in which words and music ad- 
mirably fitthe theme.” Miss Ethelwyn Weth- 
erald ‘‘has shown a high and undoubted 
capacity for song.” Isabel Valancy Crawford, 
who “‘too early passed away,” was “author of 
some scattered pieces of rare poetic merit,” 
Mrs. S. Francis Harrison has for her chief 
faults ‘‘a labored gorgeousness of phrase and a 
cold artificiality, but she has a facile style, a 
good vocabulary and is capable of better work 
than she has yet done.” Joseph Dana Miller, 
you will observe, is, like his great namesake, 
son Of Israel, an interpreter of dreams and a 
prophet in emergency. ButIam at a loss to 
understand how a writer afflicted with “a 
labored gorgeousness of phrase” can have a 
** good” vocabulary, nor can I reconcile “a cold 
artificiality” with a ‘facile style.” He says 
that Agnes Maule Machar, ‘though better 
known as a novelist, has written some credit- 
able verse.” In reviewing one of her novels a 
few weeks ago I found it necessary to point 
out that she was better known as a 
poet. The embarrassment of the situation 
oppresses me, Pete McArthur, now resident 
in New York, is ‘‘a young verse maker of pro- 
mise.” Mr. Miller closes his article with a few 
remarks upon Canada: ‘‘ Her tendencies run 
in many rivers, rather than in one broad 
stream, and her literature is sure to reflect 
this diversity, and to grow with the political 
growth of the country.” It strikes me that 
our poetic literature does not require to grow 
any more, since we have one poet whose art if 
narrower is finer than Tennysonian, another 
vrho is “* not a mere intellect,” like Matthew Ar- 
nold, and still others. If we accept one ‘“‘critic” 
on Carman, another on Roberts, another on 
Lampman, another on Duncan Campbell Scott, 
another on Frederic George Scott, according to 
every genius the standing ascribed to him by his 
friend or fawner, we certainly may settle down 
content, for we have outstripped creation. 
No man can make himself a poet save by writ- 
ing poetry. The ciaque in a French theater 
may applaud to the echo, may out-noise~ fhe 
hisses of the discerning, but a poor play is not 
made good nor saved from its fate. Joseph 
Dana Miller has produced a capital article, and 
no doubt has secured his cheque, but will our 
posts allow themselves to be flattered into a 
fool’s paradise? Without the least hesitation 
I express the view that the Canadian poets 
given the foremost place by Mr, Miller have 
conspicuously failed to catch the ear of the 
Canadian people. Admirable as are many of 
the poems written by Carman, Lampman and 
Roberts, in what sense are they Canadian be- 
yond the fact that they were born here and

LARGE audience was at the 
Auditorium on Monday evening, 
the occasion being the first enter- 
tainment by a minstrel troupe, 
promoted in connection with the 
local division of the Knights of 
Pythias. When. the difficulties 

to be surmounted in the organization and 

rehearsal of an amateur minstrel company are 
taken into account, one would be unreasonable 
to expect anything especially brilliant on the 
occasion of a first performance. It frequently 
happens that a quantity of raw material has 
to be dealt with; and I once heard a clever

A Defence of Christian Science. 


In your issue of April 27 there appeared an 
article entitled Psychodunamy, and also in the 
same issue an editorial criticizing the article. 
Both the article and criticism deal unfairly with 
Christian Science, and I trust you will permit 
me to correct some of the wrong impres- 
sions which the writers of both articles 
seem to have gained of Christian Science. 





Mr. Leslie’s syllogism re the non-ex- 
istence of matter would, I think, never 
have been written had that gentleman 


made hiniself more familiar with the teach- 
ings of Christian Science. Christian Science 
does not teach that we have no bodies, 
but rather teaches that mind has an embodi- 
ment, and this embodiment is real and tangi- 
ble. That the one mind which is God-good, is 
conscious only of His reflection, which is good, 
and as there is but one God there can be but 
one mind and that good ; how then can that 
mind be conscious of anything else but good? 
While we know that sin, sickness and death, 
have been proven an unreality by Jesus Christ, 
yet no conscientious Christian Scientist can 
say that sin or sickness does not exist until he 
can practically prove it by living the life which 
shows the utter unreality of these claims, 
Thinkers in every age have admitted that a 
diseased mind manifested a diseased body, then 
why not a healthy mind manifest a healthy 
body? bringing us to a fundamental principle 
of Christian Science: namely, that mind 
and mind’s embodiment are the real and 
eternal. Mr. Leslie seems to infer that 
Christian Scientists have a personal antagonism 
to physicians. Such is not the case; on the 
contrary they have only the kindliest feelings 
toward them. Christian Science numbers in 
its ranks many physicians who have stood high 
in their profession, and many others, while nut 
yet in the ranks, take a deep interest in its 
study. A true Christian Scientist does not 
take medicine because he knows a higher way, 
but in no case does he compel anyone else to 
follow him. It is contrary to our teachings to 
take away man’s right of self-government, and 
if one prefers a physician of materia medica he 
is at perfect liberty to have him. 

Touching a few cf the points in your 
editorial I might say that Christian Science 
has been investigated, though you seem to 
think not. Its text-book, Science and 
Health, with key to the Scriptures, by 
Rev. Mary Baker Eddy, has been before 
our courts in Toronto on more than one occa- 
sion. Rev. Mrs. Stewart, who is pastor of the 
first church of Christian Scientists in Toronto, 
read several paragraphs from it when in the 
witness stand a few years ago, The book, 
Science and Health, is nowin its ninety-third 
edition of one thousand copies. It is in our 
Public Library in Toronto; it is also in the 
public libraries of the principal cities, colleges 
and universities of America; also the same in 
Great Britain, France, Germany, Italy, Greece, 
Japan and China;in the Oxford University 
and the Victoria Institute, England; in the 
Academy of Greece and the Vatican at Rome, 
Christian Science is not a secret affair. Our 
meetings are open to everyone; acopy of our 
text-book can be borrowed for a few days 
by any who wish to enquire into its 
teachings. I might say that disciples 
of Christian Science are not confined to 
the humbler walks of life; there are judges, 
lawyers, professors, shrewd business men, one 
time practitioners of materia medica and one 
time preachers of the orthodox stamp. 

We are not a peculiar people. We are con- 
sidered sensible men and women by those who

You cannot judge of a sect by the writings 
of its learned apologiste, but by the ¢ffeote of ite principles 
as shown in ite mass of followers. Witness Mormonisio. 
The Book of Mormon fs lofty in conception and often sub- 
lime in teaching, yet we condemn the sect and rightly, 
ae subversive of all morality. Ohristian Sclencé can be 
made plausible in print, yet we oannot judge it by its 
theory but by ite practice. Oan the half-educated and the 
{ll-balanced who come under the influence of the abstruse 
reasoning of our correspondent and the book, Science and 
Health, follow into the dim regions of metaphysics and 
psychology? They cannot, and thus, whatever the theory 
may be, the practice is to deny the existence of matter and 
to substitute prayer or mummeries for physic. The ordin- 
ary convert will tell you that you bave no body, that 
you only think you have; that you have no pain, 
but only imagine you have. Thie is the Christian 
Science that confronts us. Our correspondent saye that 
they are not averse to the use of medicine, that those who 
desire 1 may take it; but that the ‘‘true Christian 
Solentist’’ knows a higher way. Precisely ; one who resorte 
to medicine or consults a physician loses caste by doing eo 
and is not a “true” Christian Scientist. Is it not a quibble, 
then, to dispute that they are entirely averse to the use cf 
medicine—to the use of even those herbs which God 
planted evidently for a specific purpose in one locality and 
notin another? I6¢ is a law of nature that the bane and the 
antidote are found together? Inetances of this in regard to 
various fille, such as malaria and plant poisoning, could be 
given. Without going into a farther discussion it may be 
said that we agree with the Rev. Joseph Cook, who has 
pointed out two slight errors in the title of this new sect. 
He said that the title would properly describe the prinol- 
ples of the Society only that they are not Christian and 
they are not Scilence.—Epiror.

Mind Reading. 


N view of the arguments aroused on the 
question of mind reading by the visits 
paid Toronto by the Baldwins, it may in- 
terest many readers to quote the follow- 

ing from Le Temps of Paris: ‘* Louis X——,a 
bright, healthy little fellow of six, without a 
trace of nervous affection so common in this 
century even among young children, bids fair 
to throw the professional thought-reader com- 
pletely into the shade. A year ago his mother 
started to teach him the multiplication table, 
when it turned out that he knew it already by 
heart. When asked to solve some rather diffi- 
cult arithmetical problems, he gave the correct 
answer before the questioner had finished 
speaking. For instance: ‘If you put twenty- 
five francs fifty centimes into my purse, then I 
shall have three times as much as it now con- 
tains less five francs forty centimes. Ho'v 
much have I now?’ And the baby replies, 
without taking time to consider, ‘ You have 
fifteen francs fifteen centimes,’ which is per- 
fectly correct. It appears that the child pays 
little or no attention to what is said, and al- 
ways gives his answer before the question is 
finished, and this only when his mother is 
present and has the printed solution before her 
or is at the time thinking of the correct answer. 
Otherwise the boy remains dumb, From which 
itis natural to infer that the child does not 
work out the solution for himself, but guesses, 
or, rather, reads his mother’s thoughts. On 
one occasion the boy’s father got the mother 
to open a dictionary and ask the child what 
page she turned up. Ten times in succession 
the little fellow gave at once the correct num- 
ber of the page. When his mother. puts her 
finger to a word in the book, the child will say 
what word it is. A sentence of any length 
shall be written ona piece of paper, and no 
sooner has the mother caught sight of it than 
the child will repeat the sentence word for 
word. Dr. Quintard attributes the process to 
suggestion acting upon an ‘ allied brain.’”

N my article of last week in regard to the 
dwindling away of small towns and the 
decline of rural population I said that 
the same tendency was observable al- 
most everywhere throughout Western 
civilization. The figures given were 

quoted from Mr. Henry J. Fletcher's article, 
and now I am able to show something of the 
working of the same principle in regard to 
France and Germany, through translations in 
the Literary Digest, from Le Temps of Paris 
and the Courier of Hanover. Frederick Mis- 
tral, in the Paris paper, has written a strong 
article in which he points out that Paris is 
swallowing up the talent of France and 
turning it to little comparative account, 
The men who would shine in the provinces 
arairresistibly drawn to the great gay city, 
and are soon lost to view. One out of many 
develops there, but most of them, for one 
cause or another, fail to accomplish their due 
destiny. They are gathered up and swirled 
away, asmere atoms. In the end, he says, 
this Is bound to fatally injure the country. 
‘* All the intelligence of the country gathers in 
Paris, without returning to the provinces, 
France, one of the richest countries in the 
world, where grain, wine, oil, and beef are 
produced in superabundance, and which pro- 
duces the best possible fighting material, 
seems destined to go under because everything 
is done according to the routine prescribed by 
the capital. Much trouble is taken to colonize 
and improve foreign parts, while the French 
provinces are neglected. Much of the wealth 
which is gathered in Paris, both material and 
intellectual, is wasted, because no proper re- 
turn is made to the provinces, The capital is 
not unlike an overfed individual, suffocating 
in its own fat, while the surrounding country 
is drained of its proper nourishment.” 

M, Mistral, of course, deals chiefly with the 
intellectual phase of the question, though 
indicating plainly that the same evil (as we 
now esteem it) exists in regard to domestic 


trade. Trade and population in France are 
centralizing as in the United States and 
Canada. 


In Germany the cities are growing larger 
with a rapidity that is nothing short of amaz- 
ing, when the facts are considered. The 
figures reproduced bélow are from the Hanover 
Courier, and I for one was not prepared to 
learn that the chief cities of Germany were 
growing more rapidly than those of the United 
States—that is, that a German city correspond- 
ing in 1880 in population with an American 
city, had not only, by 1890, held its own, but 
had shown a larger increase of population. 
Chicago is not givenin the table, and it pro- 
bably would prove an exception, but the 
American cities mentioned below are among 
the most prosperous throughout the Union. 
When we reflect that Germany has yielded its 
thousands and tens of thousands annually to 
swell the population of the American cities, 
and when in face of this we find that the chief 
cities of Germany have grown more rapidly 
than these American cities fed by an influx of 
home-seekers from all parts of the old world; 
we can form some idea of how the small towns 
and rural parts of Germany have been deci- 











mated. Here are the statistics :

That Berlin has grown faster than New York, 
Hamburg faster than Boston, Leipsic faster 
than Baltimore, Munich faster than St. Louis, 
and Breslau faster than Cincinnati, conclus- 
ively shows, in conjunction with the facts 
pointed out last week, that civilization is going 
through the processes of a mighty change. 

Although this change may fittingly be de- 
scribed as a complete turning-over of the world 
as we know it, one cannot fail to be struck by 
the lack of attention paid to the phenomenon 
as it unfolds itself. Economists and statesmen 
seem to proceed as though they had to deal 
with eternally fixed conditions. They never 
ask themselves what is to be done with the 
human problem without precedent—one-third 
of the population expelled from rural parts 
yet unassimilated by the cities. We may talk 
of five acres and a cow, yet for a man so placed 
may there not come a time when he cannot 
exchange a load of potatoes for the pair of 
woollen socks which his wife knows oot how 
to knit even had she the yarn which she knows 
not how to spin? Mack, 








The Bad Men of Brantford. 


It would seem that Brantford is a town in 
which the leading citizens set an example in 
law-breaking to the canailie. The other day 
Mr. A. J. Wilkes, Q.C., and Game Warden 
Montgomery were among those prosecuted, 
found guilty, and fined one dollar and costs for 
an infraction of the Fish and Game Law. 
These gentlemen went fishing for trout on the 
first day of May, whereas the season does not 
legally open until the 2nd of May. The trout 
caught by these culprits were confishcated, but 
whether they were appropriated by the just 
and upright judge or by the zealous con- 
stabulary of the town is not known. Mr. 
Wilkes, Q.C., is legal partner of Hon. A. Ss. 
Hardy, and Mr. Montgomery is a game warden 
of high degree, so that neither can well be 
excused, nor can we sympathize with their 
loss of time, fish and cash. Later accounts 
from Brantford announce that other promin- 
ent citizens, including the president of the 
Brantford Bicycle Company, have been fined 
for riding wheels on the sidewalks. If the 
town does not settle down it may be necessary 
to call out the militia.

Along the Bay of Fundy and stretching 
almost its entire length is situated the far 
famed Annapolis valley, said to be one of the 
most fertile districts on the continent and as 
such, of course, the garden of Nova Scotia. 
Containing, according to Haliburton, the 
second oldest European town in North 
America (Annapolis founded by de Monts in 
1605) and the scene in 1755 of the deportation of 
the Acadians, the Annapolis valley is classic 
ground and teems with thrilling associations. 
Probably there is no district of its size in the 
Dominion that is so rich in historic asso- 
ciations. In ‘the valley,” as Nova 
Scotians call it, are situated the fam- 
ous dyke lancis referred to in Evangeline, 
whose exuberant fertility, in spite of consider- 
ably over two hundred years of cropping, still 
remains practically undiminished. This dis- 
trict is rapidly rising into prominence for fruit 
growing. Ever since its settlement by the 
French away back in the early part of the 
seventeenth century, excellent apples have 
been raised. Quite frequently in what appears 
to be the primeval forest degenerated apple 
trees will be found marking the site of some 
Acadian orchard and homestead devastated by 
the British soldiery in 1755, in their severe but 
perfectly justifiable measures against the 
treacherous (so-called) ‘‘ neutral French.” The 
culture also of the grape and the peach is being 
introduced with marked success, as also that 
of the tomato. Excellent Indian corn is also 
raised in this valley. Of the apples I may say

Random Impressions of Halifax and Nova Scotia. 

HE ignorance of the average Ontario 
man on the subject of the Maritime 
Provinces is little less than monu- 
mental. Whole columns of this paper 
might be filled with what Upper Ca- 
nadians don’t know about the sea- 
washed provinces of Nova Scotia, Prince Ed- 
ward Island and New Brunswick. I lived for 
nearly twenty-two years in Ontario, and al- 
though of an enquiring turn of mind I don’t 
think that I met as many men in all those 
years who could give me anything like a clear 
and intelligible account of these important 
communities, containing, as they do, nearly 
one million English-speaking Canadians, 
“* Westward the course of empire still takes its 
way,” and our eyes are so persistently fixed 
upon the great North-West that we have 
practically forgotten the existence of the Mari- 
time Provinces, or we only think of them as 
hopelessly played-out countries doomed to the 
gradual depletion of their population and fortu- 
nate ifin the meanwhile they can manage to 
somehow or other hold things together and so 

save themselves from utter collapse. 

Nothing, however, could be further from 
the truth than this undeniably prevalent 
impression among Ontario people. That a 
great future awaits these provinces and 
especially Nova Scotia, the most superficial 
observer must, after a month’s residence, ad- 
mit. With its magnificent fisheries ; its inex- 
haustible mineral resources, including the 
choicest quality of coal; its extensive forest 
areas ; its hundreds of thousands of acres of

The climate of Nova Scotiais unlike that of 
Ontario in the matter of extremes. The win- 
ter is milder and the summer cooler, Winter 
seldom sets in before Christmas and New Year, 
and after the middle of March, and often much 
earlier, the sleighing cannot be depended upon, 
The autumn is delightful and there is a good 
deal of very pleasant weather in November and 
even the early part of December. The worst 
feature of the climate is the long, cold spring. 
Virtually there is no growth before the end of 
May. This winter the thermometer never 
touched zero in Halifax. 

There is, lam informed by a clerical friend, 
formerly a resident of the district, a very 
beautiful country on the western shores of the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence known as Gaspesia and 
forming part of the Province of Quebec. This 
district, which, roughly speaking, may be said 
to lie between the Bay of Chaleur and the 
River St. Lawrence, is some 10,000 square 
miles in extent. It is comprised of excel- 
lent farming land, heavily timbered, and the 
shore fisheries are most productive. This 
little known region, possessing probably a 
better climate than Manitoba, the finest tim- 
ber, splendid fisheries of cod, lobster, halibut, 
mackerel, etc. ; over two thousand miles nearer 
England and extending over three large On- 
tario counties, is, Isuppose, an utter terra in- 
cognita to ninety-seven or ninety-eight per 
cent. of Upper Canadians. For myself I may 
say I never heard of it before I came here, 
Gaspe, to me, was always previously a wilder- 
ness of rocks and swamps. And there are 
large districts in New Brunswick and New- 
foundland to which this description will apply. 
Taking it altogether the Maritime Provinces, 
venerable as they are when historically com- 
pared with Ontario, are in the early childhood 
of their development. In many respects they 
offer one of the most inviting fields for settle- 
ment in the Dominion. But I have over-run 
the few preliminary remarks that I promised 
myself upon the subject of the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, and must reserve my description of 
Halifax for afuture paper. What I have said 
about this province will, I hope, prove interest- 
ing. Whether or not they realize it, Ontario 
people certainly stand in pressing need of en- 
lightenment on the subject.

A very remarkable collection of curios and 
ornaments was exhibited the other evening at 
a lecture given in a private house by Mme. 
Sigride E, Magnusson, a lady from Iceland, 
who, to raise money for the education of the 
women of her country, is about to sell a collec- 
tion of heirlooms to the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts, of which this is only a small part, 
the remainder being on exhibition in Boston. 
Ashort, stout,|pleasant-faced, motherly woman, 
who in appearance and ready wit might have 
passed for an Irishwoman, is Mme. Magnusson, 
and, dressed in native costume, she read with 
a slight foreign accent a paper on the subject 
she has at heart, and at the close explained her 
collection, which consists of heavy gold 
chains, clasps of gold filigree, belts of orna- 
ments, like large buttons, of a composition of 
gold and silver with raised figures, silver orna- 
ments that, sewed on velvet, are to decorate 
the Sodice of an Icelandic belle, and show the 
figures of Adam and Eve and other people of 
ancient history. Many of these were three 
and four hundred years old, some a thousand, 
As Iceland has no metal, it is supposed they 
were brought from Norway by the early 
settlers, and they are of great interest to us as 
the workmanship of those who were of the 
same race as our ancestors. 

The Philadelphia Ledger has the following 
notice of one of our artists exhibiting at the 
salon of the Champs Elysees: ‘‘Canadian art 
has a strong representative in William Blair 
Bruse, from Hamilton, a favorite pupil of 
Bouguereau. He exhibits two pictures, one 
being a marine, with nude women, entitled 
Women Bathing on the Shore of the Mediter- 
ranean. One woman is upright in the fore- 
ground to the right, with a mass of hair toss- 
ing about her head, while two others are in the 
water. The figures are admirably drawn, and 
the contrast of the flesh tints in sunshine 
against the dark-blue and light-green water, 
with white foam, is very fine. The marine 
part of the picture is taken from the ancient 
baths of Tiberius, at Capri. The second can- 
vas, A Day of Mistral at Ventimiglia, Bordig- 
nera, is a powerful effect of foaming waves, 
rolling in, whipped by the mistral.”

Of impressionism there are many kinds. One 
of the plein-air artists conveys a wonderful 
sense of atmosphere by the light key of the 
work, by acertain blue mistiness that never 
precludes good drawing and solid modeling. 
There is another kind that looks as though 
soft balls of red and orange and purple and 
green had been thrown at the canvas and had 
splattered out in all directions. Thisis oftener 
than not found in water color. Another 
reaches its effect with hatching—a succession 
of lines crossing for in the same direction, of 
pure colors sometimes, which, if properly 
handled, gives the pulsing effect of atmosphere, 
of vibrant air, either in portrait or landscape. 
Often to the ordinary onlooker this is marred 


‘by the violence and crudeness of the color. 


This is the case with the work of Claud Monet, 
Pisarro, Sisley and others of the most advanced 
impressionists, Education may do much, but 
for the present we fail to admire the pictures 
of any of these. Raffaeli is somewhat 
different; his houses and people are outlined by 
queer scratchy black lines, his trees are fu'l of 
the same lines, and the branching of a leafless 
tree makes one think of nothing so much as a 
bundle of twigs thrown in the air, the smaller 
end as often as not towards the tree. One 
exception to this was a very pleasing but in no 
way remarkable little canvas in the Durand- 
Ruel art gallery, 315 Fifth avenue, so we 
look patiently for the element of greatness 
that made Paris wild over his work a few 
years ago, and that has brought him a certain 
amount of fame here. As yet it is not found. 
In the galleries just mentioned are some very 
interesting pictures, a sleeping child by Per- 
rault, two court beauties by Sir Thomas Law- 
rence, several lions in yellow tones by Barge, 
some landscapes of exquisite feeling and color 
by Damoye, two of Zeim’s brilliant Venetian 
scenes. An old gentleman sauntering through, 
as we were ourselves doing, stopped in front 
of one of them. ‘Ever been to Venice?” to 
one of the attendants. ‘‘No? Well, that 
looks no more like Venice than it 
does like St. Petersburgh!” The statement 
was verified by a friend who had been there. 
“ Unless it is a great gala day you don’t see all 
that color.” Miss Cassatt, a Philadelphian 
studying abroad, is giving an exhibition here 
in the main and innermost gallery, and she 
has evidently been sitting at the feet of the 
most extreme impressionists.

What are Raw Sugars? 


Professor Cameron, Public Analyst of the 
city of Dublin, who has examined samples of 
raw sugar, states that they contained great 
numbers of disgusting insects, which produce 
a disgusting disease. Theirshape is very accu- 
rately shown in the accompanying figures, 
= two hundred diameters. Fig. 1 is 





the under side and Fig. 2 is the upper side. 
His description is as fnllows : 

“The Acarus sacchari is a formidably 
organized, exceeding lively, and decidedly 
ugly little animal. From its oval-shaped body 
stretches forth a proboscis terminating in a 
kind of scissors, with which it seizes upon its 
food. Its organs of locomotion consist of eight 
legs, each jointed ‘and furnished at its ex- 
tremity with a hook, In the sugar, its move- 
ments from one place to another are neces- 
sarily very slow, but when placed on a per- 
fectly clean and dry surface, it moves along 
with great rapidity.”

N immense audience attended the 

second concert given by the 

Mendelssohn Choirin the Mas- 

sey Music Hallon May 2, under 

the airection of Mr. A. S. Vogt. 

This society, consistingentirely 

of selected voices, made its de- 

but, as will be remembered, on 

January 15 last, and won in- 

stantaneous recognition and applause. People 
had not been accustomed to hear from any 
body of singers in Toronto such refined grada- 
tions of tone, such a blending of voices, as to 
produce an almost perfect balance, and such 
expressive symmetrical phrasing. Chorus sing- 
ing had not hitherto appealed to the average 
concert-goer with such force, and naturally— 
leaving musicians out of the question—the 
public expected to hear a repetition of the 
society’s former success, The features enumer- 
ated above were strongly in evidence at the 
second concert. Indeed, as regards finished 
effects of light and shade, distinct enunciation, 
beautiful quality of tone in both fortissimo and 
pianissimo passages, in fact, all necessary de- 
tails which make musical performances of any 
kind in the highest degree artistic, were, per- 
haps, more carefully effected than at the pre- 
vious concert. Mr. Vogt has unmistakably 
proven himself to be a conductor of unusual 
ability and, in the sphere of choral sing- 
ing particularly, undoubtedly one of the 
best in America. Speaking for myself, I con- 
fess to having never heard such admirable 
singing in Toronto before. Apart from the 
enjoyment everyone derives from listening to 
such work, the effect on the mind of the public 
cannot *be anything else but educating. 
The programme included : Mendelssohn’s fine 
motette Judge Me, O God; Gaul’s part-song 
The Singers ; Eaton Fanning’s Song of the Vi- 
kings ; Molloy’s Just aSong at Twilight, for 
male chorus ; Caldicott’s humorous part-song 
Where Are You Going to My Pretty Maid ; 
Wagner's Spinning Song from the Flying 
Dutchman, for ladies’ chorus, (with piano ac 
companiment played by Miss Ruby E. Preston 
and Mr. W. H. Hewlett); Mendelssohn's Pray 
Have u Care Thou Clumsy Soul, for male 
chorus, and the romance for eight-part chorus 
My Love Dwelt ina Northern Land, by Elgar. 
It would perhaps bea difficult matter to say 
which of these numbers received the best per- 
formance, although Gaul's The Singers, Mol- 
loy'’s Just a Song at Twilight, and Caldicott’s 
Where Are You Going to My Pretty Maid each 
receivedenthusiasticencores. Thesingingofthe 
chorus throughout showed that Mr. Vogt shrank 
from no effort or fatigue in preparing the pro- 
gramme, which gave unbounded pleasure and 
satisfaction to all present, nor did the members 
of the chorus wane in their enthusiasm to 
respond with painstaking exactness to the 
wishes of their talented and artistic conductor. 


> 
The soloists were Miss Mary Louise Clary of 
New York, contralto, Mr. Arthur Beresford of 
Boston, basso, and Herr Ludwig Bleuer of 
Detroit, violinist. Miss Clary, who is a very 
handsome brunette, has a voice of exceeding 
richness and beauty, as well as great elasticity 
and power. Her numbers—an aria from Meyer- 
beer’s Robert le Diable ; O That We Two Were 
Maying, by Nevin ; and Chaminade’s Trahison 
—were sung with much expression and elevated 
sentiment. She received numerous recalls, 
and finally responded by singing the once 
famous song which has recently been revived 
in the New York Trilby performances, Ben 
Bolt. Mr. Beresford, who at almost the last 
moment had been engaged as a substitute for 
Sig. Campanari (who failed to keep his con- 
tract), made a most excellent impression. He 
sang Revenge! Timotheus Cries, by Handel, 
Persian Serenade by Calyn, and Schumann’s 
Two Grenadiers, besides a couple of encore 
numbers. He hasasplendid method and sings 
with manly earnestness. His voice is of su- 
perior quality, very sonorous, deep and pure, 
and he uses it with telling effect. The Schu- 
mann Grenadiers was thrillingly delivered, if I 
except a slight unsteadiness of the rhythm, 
which is the very life of music. To this song 
he was obliged to sing an encore, although per- 
haps it would have been better had he not done 
so, for his vocal organ seemed tired after his 
robust and magnificent rendering of the pre- 
vious song. Herr Bleuer is a splendid artist. 
He played the Adagio of Max Bruch’s beautiful 
violin concerto in G minor, one of the most 
lovely and grateful pieces ever written for the 
vidlin, with breadth, feeling and tenderness. 
This was followed by Popper’s Elfen Tanz, 
which was played atadizzy tempo and with 
great impetuosity, and which had to be re- 
peated. His staccato bowing seems exceed- 
ingly well developed, and he has a won- 
derful left-hand technique. Sarasate’s G'psy 
Dances exhibited further his masterly execu- 
tion, and he was awarded unstinted ap- 
plause. Mr, W. H. Hewlett again proved him- 
self to be an accompanist of skill, for to all the 
solos he played the accompaniments most 
judiciously.

Mr. Cringan has suc- 
ceeded in organizing a chorus of, on the whole, 
very capable singers and has, through system- 
atic and thorough training, attained results 
which are alike creditable to himself and the 
mem berscomprising' he Caledonian Choir.

criticisms by the other judge. This annual 
event is assuming an importance in the west- 
ern portion of this province which is most flat- 
tering to those who have been shouldering the 
burden of responsibility for the past few years 
in organizing the movement, 


Canadian choirmasters who are oftentimes 
severely criticized by.visitors from the Mother- 
land because of an assumed shocking lack of de 
tail in choir work in this country, should take 
courage from the confessions of a writer in the 
London Musical Opinion concerning matters 
as they are frequently found in the Old Country. 
We are informed by this particular writer that 
it is no uncommon thing to hear choirs in Eng- 
land solemnly plead Tike not Thoi 'Ouly Spur- 
ret Vrrum Us, and O, ’Ouly Ghoust, Come 
Down. The same writer says: ‘‘Many and 
dreadful are the effects produced by the ma- 
jority of our choirs weekly, by the fearful hash 
made over monotoning. Probably they start 
in G and drop by semitones to E flat, where- 
upon the organ blares out an Amen (often a 
perfect cadence) in the original key, just to 
show how beautifully they have subsided in 
pitch. The priest often recites the prayers in 
one key, and the choir sings a cadence accom- 
panied by the organ in another ; proving either 
that the priest has no ear (which is often the 
case), or that the organist is similarly afflicted 
or else can play a cadence in one key only. 
Only a few months back I heard ata festival 
evensong, held in a London church, Tallis’s 
responses sung by the priest in A flat, and by 
the choir to an organ accompaniment in G 
throughout!” Let usal! thank the Lord that 
we live several thousand miles distant from 
the scene of the achievements recorded in the 
paragraph quoted.
